STAND OF CANADIANS AGAINST 
FURY OF GERMANS WAS HISTORIC 


STORIES CF GALLANT EPI 


Assaulting Troops Were Supported By the Greatest Massing 
Of Machine Guns the War Has Produced—Nation Will Thrill 
With Pride at Story of Gallant Resistance 


Saddened py the heavy price of 
victory, the people of Canada — will 
thrill with pride when they come to 
read the full story of the wonderful 
stand their troops made against ene- 
my masses bent on taking from them 
their conquests, Gallant and heroic 
episodes are innumerable. Batta- 
lions, companies and litttle knots of 
picn stood weir ground against wave 
after was: of assaulting troops, sup- 
ported by the greatest .. ssing of 
machine guns this war hr: produced. 

It is the genalty of storming 
troops, suck as the Canadian corps, 
that they sometiwes create for them- 
selves, in their igpetuous advance, 
unprotected flan’s, The salient they 
drive into {ae enemy line begomes 
enfilladed, and if power is not at hand 
to widen it out into a practical front 
the troops in the apex must either 
fight it out against overwhelming 
odds or falt back. The latter is not 
the lesson the Canadian corps has 
learned, and it was this desperate 


. clinging*to positions, tactically unten- 


able, that contributed te our heavy 
casualties, Incidentally it was just 
such stands that stemmed the enemy 
waves and frustrated his savage cf- 
forts to win back Bourlon wooa, 

Such a situation was brought about 
when a famous Ontario regiment hav- 
ing reached its objective south of 
Ouvillers, found that its left flank 
was exposed and shattering enemy 
masses were adVancing upon it, A 
retirement would have been perfectly 
justified, but such would have uncov: 
ered our centre and imperiled all the 
gains on our right, brilliantly made 
in the carly morning. So that batta- 
lion, much weakened as it was, stood 
fast. At the end of the battle, the 
gallant colonel, formerly of the Can- 
adian Engineers, was the only officer 
unwounded, 

Holding the vital tranch on the 
flank was a party of seventeen ef this 
unit, whose command had been taken 
over by a staff captain, attached to 
the intelligence staff cf the brigade. 


He had been. sent forward by the 
brigadier to help fill. the depleted 
ranks of officers, after having been 


recalled hastily after only three days 
of leave, to take his place in this bat- 
tle. 

This little party was entirely iso- 
lated, but for hours they held on to 
the trench that was the key to the 
Position. They were still grimly car- 
fying on, taking a great toll of the 
enemy, when supports were pushed 

to them, Few were unwounded, and 
the captain,“&n M.C., with bar, died 
of his wounds, 

The intelligence officer of another 
brigade, engaged in like operations, 

articularly distinguished himself by 
Prifliant reconnaissance work, push- 
ing out beyond our outposts under a 
continual fie. He comes from Brit- 
ish Columbia. <A lieutenant in a 
Manitoba Sattalion, D.C.M, and M. 
M., and formerly a non-commissioned 
officer, by his devoted example in- 
spired his men to stand fast under 
extraordiverily heavy punishment. 
Though wounded in both legs he 
carried on till he fainted from loss of 
blood and was carried out. The 
commanding officer of a Noya Scotia 
battalion, though wounded in the 
check, temporarily losing the sight of 
an eye, refused to be evacuated and 
stayed by his unit throughseut the op- 
eration, contributing greatly to its 
suecess, 

The colonel of an Ontario battalion 


though seriously wounded in the hip,! 


which ened fatally, directed his 
command until he lost consciousness 
His brilliant leadership had proved a 
great assct in a critical part of the 
struggle. 


Food Situation 
In Switzerland 


Home Production Must Be Increased 
to Avert Famine 


In the &&h year of the war the food 
situation in Switzerland is becoming 
jn some respects almost as difficult 
as in the neighboring belligerent 
countries, The difficulties of obtain- 
ing foodstuffs in considerable quanti- 
ties for the national consumption are 
very great. In normal times, as the 
Neue Zurcher Zeitung points out, 
Switzerlaed depended upon large im- 
ports as tlic home production did not 
nearly cover the demand, In conse- 
quence of the war these have fallen 
off to a great extent. In 1913 Swit- 
zerland imported 54,662 carloads of 
breadstuffs; last year only 26,675 car- 
Joads. The imports of potatoes fell 
in the.same period from 9,372 to 3,428 
carloads; oats from 17,716 to 4,841 
carloads; corn from 12,155 to 8,233 
carloads, and eggs from 1,378 to 262 
carloads, 

With such a restriction of imports 
the present scarcity of the most im- 
portant food articles is easily  ex- 
plained, when it is remembered that 
the interral production of these is 
only 14,71 per cent., or about  one- 
seventh of the national demand, In 
consequence of this the home produe= 
tion must hg increased on every side 
and the orainary mode of life entire- 
ly change¢, ‘Yhere has been in the 
t much waste in foodstuffs. When 
markets were full and stores  over- 
flowing wtih provisions, people were 
eareless in gheir consumption, Fifty 
years ago life in Switzerland was 
everywhere very simple. The people 
lived chig8y from the products of the 
soil, With the increase of travel and 
the development of industry, — the 
manner of Yving changed, especially 
in the direction of a larger consump- 
tion of meat, and @ corresponding de- 
erease in the vegetable diet. With 
the increased consumption préces al- 
go rose naturally,

Germany’s Stalking Horse 


Prince Max So Termed by James W. 
Gerard, Former Ambassador 


Germany has sent out a stalking 
horse by appointing Prince Max o 
Baden to succeed Chancellor von 
Hertling, in the opinion of James W. 
Gerard, former ambassador to Ger- 
many, In the new German chancel- 
lor, the allies will find a new type of 
German statesman, Mr. Gerard told 
the United Press, “He is not the 
son of the reigning Grind Duke of 
Baden, but is his heir and will suc- 
ceed him, He is a full general in the 
German army, but has not engaged 
in any specific military activities in 
this war, 

“In manner Prince Max is not 
Prussian, not even German, He has 
none of the arrogance which charac- 
terizes most of the ruling statesmen 
of Germany. His mother was Rus- 
sian, and that gives him an interna- 
tional viewpoint. Prince Max speaks 
French and English perfectly and 
greatly admires Emerson. He car- 
rics L:merson’s essays with him al- 
ways. There is no surer indication 
of the desire of the German rulers to 
win over the other nations to peace 
than the appointment of Prince Max. 
The allies must not be led off the 
track of vengeance by the putting 
forward of men like Prince Max as 
stalking horses,” 


A New Packing Plant 


Large Plant Opened at Prince Al- 
bert Will Supply Army Beef 


The opening of a large packing 
plant at Prince Albert, Saskatchewan, 
marks a new and important era in 
the live stock industry in Northern 
Saskatchewan, The plant has a most 
modern equipment and is designed 
to handle cattle, hogs, sheep and 
poultry. At the opening there were 
five hundred cattle in the pens, which 
will be used as the first consignment 
of a contract closed by the packing 
{company for the supply of beef to 
the allied commission for army needs. 
The plant is not yet fully completed: 
but when it is it will employ one 
hundred and fifty people, The  dis- 
trict tributary to Prince Albert is an 
excellent stock and mixed farming 
country, which is only in the initial 
stages of its development, and a

Allies Preparing 
- For More War 


Planning Bigger Munition 
Than Ever 


The allied nations are not figuring 
on an carly end of the war. They 
are making plans for munitions man- 
ufacturing this coming year on a 
larger scale than ever. During the 
first twelye months the imperial mu- 
nitions board has spent on an aver- 
{age of thirty millions dollars a month, 
|‘Lhere is every indication that during 
the coming year this volume of busi- 
ness will not only be maintained, but 
even largely increased, The total ex- 
jpenditure by the board might cyen 
jrun as high as fifty millions, The 
heavy intensive fighting in progress 
t present requires a tremendous 
expenditure of shells, 

In addition to its shell business, 
the imperial munitions board has 
spent several million dollars on ship 
contracts, The .irplane industry has 
also developed into an enormous 
business, and three thousand air 
ships have been manufactured in the 
Toronto factory. 


Tank Mines Littte-Obstacle 


Americans Drive Machines Right on 
Top of Men, Guns and Nests 


Before the American advance 
Germans littered the country 
tank mines, apparently anticipating 
a withdrawal, Scores of British- 
made tanks, many of them manned 
by American crews, are co-operating 
in the American advance. One of 
\these rolled over a mine and was 
blown up, one casualty resulting, The 
others got through and did splendid 
¢ tion,

The Strieken Belgians 


Need of War Sufferers Even Greater 
Today 

The cyes of the world have been 
withdrawn of late from Belgium by 
the attraction of the battlefronts, The 
first line eutpotiting of sympathy for 
the maierad: little country was ac- 
companied by a flood of offerings, in 
money, in food, in clothing, in other 
hecessarics, without parallel in his- 
tory, The need of the Belgians is 
even greater today, but there is dan- 
ger that the allied pegples, engrossed 
in their own war tftorts and prob- 
lems, may not be fully seized of the 
appaling catastrophe behind the cur- 
tain with which Germany has tried to 
screen her infamies in the land first 
trodden by her brutal heel. The Bel- 
gians today are economic slaves of 
the Huns. Before the war Belgium 
was one of the most highly indus- 
trialized portions of Europe, Her 
factories have been dismantled, the 
machinery has been shipped to Ger- 
many, and the operatives have been 
given the alternatives of unem- 
ployment or of centering German 
workshops to forge the weapons 
which are turned against the breasts 
of the men fighting to redeem Bel- 
gian soil. Millions who depended 
upon mechanical industry for thelr 
wages or their incomes have been re- 
duced to want and misery, The years 
of war have been years of steadily 
lowering physical vitality. The fear- 
ful and inevitable penalty of malnu- 
trition— tuberculosis — is scourging 
the land. The children are its fore- 
most prey, The healthy child has be- 
come the exception, It is a sad out- 
look; the rising generation, upon 
which will devolve the task of repair- 
ing the ravages of the Hun, — will 
come to its labors enfeebled by years 
of hunger and suffering. No other 
race at war, except the Serbians, has 
endured such tortures of body and 
soul. 

If the stream of benevolence which 
has flowed to Belgium from other 
countries should dry up or greatly 
dwindle the Belgian people would 9¢ 
doomed. In the cities and towns they 
are living today near the border line 
of starvation. They would cross it if 
the supplics from abroad were stop- 
ped. Famine would do for Belgium 
what the Turks have done for Arme- 
nia and crown the work of the de- 
vastating Huns.—Toronto Globe,

cause they are too weak to nin away) 
are getting weaker every hour, and 
start at the slightest noise» even at 
the toot of a motorist’s horn or the 
bursting of a paper bag that has been 
inflated by a child, 

The truth of the matter is that 
Paris is so resolute in spirit that it 
has no need to take’ on a churlish 
and sullen aspee. The public services 
are conducted marvellously, Ever 
thing goes on in the same old w 
Post, telegraph and telephone office 
banks, shops and other vast estab- 
lishments buzz with their usual

tivity. lhe Bois is crowded with 
carriage folk and pedestrians, and 
the Tuileries, Champs Elysees and 


Luxemburg are alive with children 
running about, while their elders are

An Eternal Insolence 


Throne Hand in Germany Is a Fool 
and a Knave 


“Yousin your factory and 1 on my 
throne,” was a phrase in the kaiser’s 
recent speech, A German yariation 
of “You in your small corner and I 
in mine” lacks convincing power be- 
cause «f the yast contrast between 
the factory and the throne, Jn all 
probability the factory hand has lost 
most of his relatives and his friends 
because .of the mad ambition of the 
throne hand. He is starving and 
freezing at the instance of the 
throne hand. He is robbed of com- 
fort and hope solely because the 
throne hand is a fool and a knave, 

On the contrary the six sons of 
the throne hand are all alive. Any 
princes who have fallen in battle 
came from Bavaria or. Hesse or 
other than Prussia. The throne 
hand has a well-furnished table and 
a superfluity of clothes, The throne 
hand has coal, All the good things in 
Germany come to the emperor, There 
are not enough to supply the riotous 
wants of the factory hand, An appeal 
for community of service should de- 
note community of welfare. There- 
fore the appeal of the kaiser is an 
eternal insolencé, an enduring insult 
to the workers of Germany, Thus a

Repid Advance Tan 
Much for Bulgars 
Austrians and Germans Failed to Re- 
spond to Appeal for Re- 
inforcements 


An official report from the war of- 
fice on operations in Macedonia 
shows step by step the advance of 
the allied armies which resulted in 
Bulgarian delegates signing an armis- 
tice with the allies at Saloniki, 

“The victorious operations which 
in less than fifteen days have led the 
allied armies in the Orient as far as 
Uskub,” the statement reads, “and 
also into the territory of the enemy, 


have resulted in a decision by the 
Bulgarian” army to lay down its 
arms, 


“At 11 p.m. on Sept. 29 the pleni- 
potentiaries delegated by the Bul- 
garian government signed an armis- 
tice at Saloniki, On Sept. 30, at 
midday, hostilities between the Bul- 
garians and the allies ceased. 

“The operations began when a Ser- 
bian division moved forward and 
carried by assault the formidable 
mountain barriers of Vetrenik, Dob- 
ropolje and Sokol. By Sept. 22 they 
had succeeded in cutting the commu- 
nications of the first Bulgarian army 
operating along the Vardar and those 
of the Bulgarian second army and 
the Germans north of Monastir. Dis- 
playing extraordinary — endurance, 
courage and spirit of sacrifice, all the 
allies joined in the attack on Sept. 
18 against the enemy positions at 
Doiran, capturing this region from 
important Bulgarian forces, , 

“Beginning Sept. 21, the Italian, 
Greek and French Troops in the re- 
gion of Monastir moved forward in 
their turn. On the 22nd a general 
pursuit began; It was conducted 
with ardor and splendid cnergy. 

“On the 23rd the Serbians and 
French crossed the Vardar in the di- 
rection of Kriyolak. On_ the 24th 
French cavalry entered Priley. On 
the 25th Ishitib and the formidable 
barriers to Veles were captured. The 
British-opened up the road to Stru- 
mitsa, which they entered on Sept. 
26. The same day the Serbians 
reached Kochana and Veles, and the 
Italians, French and Greeks were 
marching on Kichevo. 

“On the evening of Sept. 26 the 
Bulgarians asked that hostilities be 
suspended, announcing that they al- 
ready were sending plenipotentiaries, 

“In the course of these glorious 
operations, which the hurried send- 
ing of German reinforcements could 
not check, the allied armies took a 
great number of prisoners and an 
immense quantity of war materials.” 


Black Sea Fleet Will 
Never Join Austrian Navy 


Junction of Forces of Enemy Is Ren. 
dered Impossible by Allied 
Warships 


From Corfu, one ofthe islands ot 
the Tonian gagup, ag the centre from 
which naval Cperatibns in the Medi- 
terranean are being directed, a cor- 
respondent with a British journalistic 
{mission writes of the work being 
done as follows: 

“Corfu is one of the naval bases of 
the allies in the Mediterranean and 
lis temporarily the headquarters of 
Admiral Gauchet, commander of the 
allied squadron in) Greek — waters. 
There is no great concentration of 
jwarships there at any particular 
time. Its occupation is merely stra- 
tegic. A couple of years ago when 
the Mediterranean was the happy 
hunting ground of the submarine 
that sea was divided into sectors each 
of the allied powers of England, 
France and Italy being responsible 
for certain of the sectors, This sys- 
item, however, proved ineffective. 

“It was decided to establish a cen- 
tral control, with delegations of cach 
allied nayal force in attendance, but 
the whole scheme of operations to be 
under an allied commander in chief, 
The result is now that the officer has 
under him an organization to hunt 
the submarine and protect commerce 
at the present time. There are about 
two hundred craft in this force, be- 


ling British, French and American 
vessels under command of Admiral 
Gauchet. Two months ago fast 


American submarine chasers arrived 
and are now in active service, The 
forces of the allies have been so dis- 
posed as to compel the enemy to ac- 
cept action, should, it be deemed 
safe. How this force is disposed, the 
enemy would give much to know, 
What has been seen and learned rel- 
ative to this flotilla causes one to 
smile at the alarmists at home, who 
have talked of the possibility of a 
junction bteween the Black Sea feet 
taken from the Russians by the Ger- 
mans and the Austrian naval forces 
in the Adriatic, These alarmists may 
remain calm on that score. There 
will never be a junction between 
these two fleets.”

Tackled Seaplane. 
‘ To Their Sorrow 


Submarine Fought Back and Was 
Either Badly Damaged or 
Destroyed 


The first case in which it is known 
that a submarine fought back when 
attacked by a seaplane resulted in 
the probable destruction of the sub- 
marine by an American aviator, Re- 
serve Ensign J. F, Carson, it is an- 
announced by the British admiralty, 

With shrapnel from the elevated 
forward gun of the submarine burst- 
ing around his seaplane Ensign Car- 
son manocuvred until he was able to 
pour machine gun fife into the crew, 
felling two of them and driving the 
others inside, The submarine sub- 
merged, and as she was diving two 
bombs were dropped on her. 

Within a few minutes the bow of 
the U-boat appeared on the surface 
and remained visible about four min- 
utes. More bombs were dropped in 
this interval and it is believed the 
undersea craft was either badly dam- 
aged or destroyed. 

Ensign Carson, who was on patrol, 
remained over the spot fifteen or 
twenty minutes, but the U-boat was 
no longer in evidence, After going to 
the base to get another machine he 
returned to the spot, .and this time 
again there were no traces of the 
submersible,

Received Medals From King Victor 
of Italy 


A recent occasion on which the 
King of Italy presented medals won 
for distinguished service in the field 
to those soldiers who had show es- 
pecial heroism in the fighting on the 
Italian front this summer was given 
a particularly interesting character by 
the fact that not only Italian but 
Tzecho-Slovak soldiers were decora- 
ted.

Lack of Discipline 
In German Army 


Trains Carrying Foodstuffs Plunder- 
ed by Soldiers 


“Travelling under conditions which 
obtain in Germany today is little 
short of inartyrdom,” says Capt. J. A. 
F, Ozanne, ’ 

“Quite recently a high official be- 
longing to a neutral country received 
permission from the German govern- 
ment to travel through Germany to 
Switzerland. He has, however, de- 
cided*to give up his journey for the 
present, because he has been inform- 
ed by a. neutral diplomatist in Berlin, 
that civilians are constantly subject 
to very serious annoyance when tra- 
velling in Germany on the part of 
armed soldiers going on leave or re- 
turning to the front. It appears that 
it has frequently occurred that trains 
have been boarded by soldiers, that 
civilian travellers have been uncere- 
moniously turned out on to the plat- 
form, and the authorities seem unable 
or unwilling to prevent tl 

“In the light of this statement. by 
a neutral diplomatist, the telegram 
which appeared in: the Stockholm 
Tidning of July 9, 1918/is not with- 
out interest. In that telegram the 
Tidning’s special correspondent on 
the west front states that amongst 
other interesting papers which ‘have 
recently been captured from the Ger- 
mans was an order, signed Rusekki, 
respecting the third reserve division, 
This order was to the effect that ow- 
ing to the constant attacks on and 
plundering of commissariat trains by 
armed German soldiers, all trains 
carrying foodstuffs were to be pro- 
ed by armed men and even by ma- 
chine guns. 

“These are all proofs of the exis- 
tence of an insubordinate spirit which 
scems to be manifesting itself in the 
German army. Persons who have 
lately returned from Finland — state 
that there are frequent signs of lack 
of discipline amongst the German 
troops there, and petty thefts partic- 
ularly, which would never have been 
tolerated in the early part of the war, 
are now openly winked at by the ofti- 
cers, German soldiers are also seen 
in the streets in Helsingfors openly 
selling sugar and other victuals, 

“In an army like the German army, 
where the men have always been sub- 
jected to an iron discipline, it is 
doubtful if the authorities can afford 
to wink at even minor breaches of the 
regulations. When men have been 
kept under, a big reaction is bound 
to follow on any noticeable relaxa- 
tion of discipline, and it is quite po 
sible that there may be some very 
interesting deyelopments in the Ger- 
man army in the near future,” 


Large Cattle Deal Completed

On the 
river’s northern bank is a large and 
comparatively modern city; but the 
whole of the ancient city, and the 
principal buildings are spread over 
the plain on the south. By an ad- 
mirable system of channels and pipes 


the river water is conveyed into al- 
most every house, supplying that 
first requisite of astern life and 


luxury, The orchards, gardens, yine- 
yards and fields of Damascus cover 
a circuit of at least 60 miles; their 
unrivalled beauty and luxuriance is 
owed to the Abana, This river irri- 
gates over 300 square miles of land; 
the river Awaj, the ancient Pharpar, 
irrigates nearly 100 more, 

The history of Damascus reaches 
far back into the mists of antiquity. 
Josephus says the city was founded 
by Uz, the son af Aram; it was al- 
ready a noted place in the days of 
Abraham. In the centre of the city 
stands the great mosque, ‘and near 
it are the grey battlements of the 
old castle. Tapering minarets and 
swelling domes, tipped with golden 
crescents, rise above the white-ter- 
raced roofs, 

The gardens and orchards encom- 
pass the whole city, 

The houses of the city belie the 
rough appearance of their exteriors 
and are within scenes of splendor, 
and the admiration of every visitor. 
The population is estimated at 150,- 
000, 


The manufacturers of Damascus 
are principally silks, woollen and 
cotton cloths, gold and silver orna- 
ments, arms and household utensils, 

In 1860 occurred the Moslem mas- 
sacre of Christians, when the whole 
of the Christian quarter was burned 
and 3,000 adult males murdered in 
cold blood. ai 

Beyrout, the most important sea- 
port town of Syria on the coast of 
the Mediterranean in the pashalic of 
Acre, is 57 miles northwest of 
Damascus. It is a place of great an- 
tiquity and may perhaps be identified 
with the Berothah of the Phoenicians. 
For a time, at least, it was under the 
supremacy of Sidon, Destroyed by 
Trypho, the Syrian usurper, about 
140 B.C,, it was restored by the 
elder Agrippa about 41 A.D., raised 
to the rank of a Roman colony and 
adorned with an amphitheatre and 
various splendid buildings. In the 
3rd century it became the seat of a 


school of jurisprudence which long 
maintained its reputation and was 
attended by several eminent men, 
Beyrout was damaged by an carth- 


quake in 551 A.D,

imp@tance and was captured by 
Baldwin I, in 1111, after a two 
months’ siege. Early in the 17th 


century it became a chief seat of 
the Druses, who held it till 1763, 
when it again fell into the hands of 
the Turks, In 1772 it was bom- 
barded and plundered by a Russian 
fleet, and’in 1840 it was nearly de- 
stroyed by the attack of the Eng- 
lish under Admiral Stopford, 


Crossed Bridge 
In Hail of Lead 


English Corporal Prevented Destruc- 
tion by Germans of Way 
Over Canal 


During the forcing of the Scheldt 
canal an English corporal discovered 
the Germans had not blown up a wag- 
on bridge over the canal so he got a 
handful of men first and finished 
off the enemy's machine gun post on 
this side of the bridge. Then, all 
alone, he dashed across it, although 
there were probably a dozen ma- 
chine guns shooting at him from 
the other bank, He jumped into a 
hole in the ground, where three Ger- 
man pioncers were waiting the order 
to throw the switch and blow up the 
bridge with demolition charges, The 
corporal bayonetted two of the men 


and accepted the surrender of the 
third, who offered to show him 
where the charges were. The cor- 
poral cut the wires leading to the 


explosives under the bridge, and the 
bridge y one of immense yaluec to 
his comrades afterwards. 


Death of an Army Jester 

Captain Gordon Bell, who lost his 
life while testing an aeroplane in 
France, was a great character and a 
source of joy to everyone who knew 
him. He was the licensed jester of 
the R.A.F,, and the originator of half 
the quaint phrases in the language of 
aviation, Most of the wild jests per- 
petrated by flying men were credited 
to him. It was Gordon Bell who was 
popularly supposed to have landed in 
a tree in France, and to have said, 
when a sympathetic general came up 
and remarked that he feared there 
had been an accident: “No, you old 
fool; I always land like that.” Then, 
when the general asked for his name 
and squadron, he is alleged to have

‘The London Post, commenting on

_ Unconditional surrender character- 
izes the general comment in Paris on 
the demand for peace sent by the 
central powers to President Wilson, 
It is felt here that Germany and het 
allies have not gone far enough in 
their request to the president for aq 
armistice, and that although they 
have stated that they are willing to 
talk peace on President Witson’s pre- 
sentations, they have not shown sub- 
mission such as was forced wpon 
Bulgaria, 

“Germany wishes te step the war 
at the moment she is going to. be 
beaten, and knows it,” says Figaro. 
“Let us suppose the proposition is 
accepted, Immediately in Germany 
there would be a delirium 6? joy, The 
people are electrified and the kaiser 
has retaken them into his hands. The 
humiliation of having demanded 
peace would disappear meidly. He 
becomes the hero of heroes. He has 
resisted a world coalition.” 


Seed Purchasing 
. Commission 


| Have Made Provision for Needs of 
West for Next Year 


Few people are perhaps aware of 
the very excellent work done by the 
seed purchasing commissitn during 
the last two years. It is a war 
emergency commission, and was or- 
ganized when some parts of the 
country nevded more seed grain than 
the ordinary seed dealers could get 
the money to handle. It is a govern- 
ment seryice under the control and 
direction of the seed commissioner, 
and operates on as sma 2 margin 
as possible. How well it has suc- 
cecded is made plain by the state- 
ment that with a volume of business 
amounting to $5,400,000, ¢here is a 
credit balance, atfer paying ex. 
penses of $7,400, 

The good work done by this com- 
mission is realized when the quality 
of the seed grain they have been able 
to assemble at the terminal cleya- 
tors at Calgary, Moose Jaw and Sas- 
katoon is known. Expensive clean- 
ing plants have been installed in 
these elevators for recleaning the 
seed that was bought, often by pay- 
ing a premium of five cents per bush- 
el for the good sced stocks. ‘These 
would be assembled, cleaned and 
sold in car load lots, wherever it 
was needed, During the last year, in 
addition to these western elevators, 
one was also equipped at Qutcbee city 
and seed grain was assembled there, 
cleaned and distributed, In this way 
farmers in the west who have suf- 
fered from drought, bail or frost 
have been supplied wth compara- 
tively clean, plump, vital sced 
has very materially increased 
yields of oats, wheat and barley. 

The province of Quebee, which has 
always been a heavy buyer of west- 
ern seed stocks, has immensely pro- 
fited in the use of Marquis wheat, as 
well as oats. 

Vhe maritime provinees buy large 
quantities of seed grain. Growers 
there have not realized s® well on 
the Marquis wheat. The white Rus- 
sian variety seems to suit vieir con- 
ditions best. 

Already the commission have 
made provision for the needs of the 
west, next year, in securfag 1,000,000 
[bushels of Marquis wheat, and they 
haye the authority to stop any car 
of oats from going cast of Winnipe 
which in any way will do for seed, 
Large areas of Alberta and Saskat- 
chewan especially will have to be 
provided for next spring.. The seed, 
while mostly sold in car load lots, 
may be mixed cars, On dess than 
car load lots the price is higher to 
meet the increased cost of trans- 
portation, Anyone can order seed 
whether dealer, government, agent or 
private individual, C.O.D.

Lens and Armentieres 


Wrecked by Four Years of Devas- 
tating War 


Lens, given up by the Germans, is 
the centre of the “black country” of 
France and the key to the coal fields, 
Before the war the great manufac- 
turing district of Northern France 
obtained its output of coat from the 
Lens country, as did also Paris, The 
output was about 5,000,000 tons. Lens 
is also a manufacturing centre, but 
four years in the proximity of a mod- 
ern war has almost utterly destroyed 
the city. " 

Lens has been the scene of bitter 
fighting. In the fall of 1914, when 
Sir John French tried to outflank 
the Germans the enemy succeeded in 
taking up a line putting Lens — be- 
hind him, Both in the spring and the 
fall of 1915 heavy attacks were made 
by French and British in-this district, 
but, though local successes were 
gained, the line was not broken and 
the city remained in German posses- 
sion. In April, 1917, the Canadians 
took the Vimy Ridge, immediately to 
the south of the city, and were pres-

butter product Ty te che present 
time Manitoba has already exported 
one hundred cars this season, and in 
addition sufficient creamery butter 
has been manufactures wienin the 
province to supply tte needs, The 
Other provinces are also exportinis 
larger quantities this year, but at the 
present time figures ars net obtain+ 
able, One reason for the steadily in- 
creasing export is the high standard 
of quality which has been reached by 
Western Canadian utter manufac- 
turers, At recent exhibitions held at 
Toronto and Ottawa, — exhibitors 
from Alberta and Manitoba carried 
oft all the principal pries. A high 
tribute to the keeping qualities of the 
Western Canadian product is the fact 
thet the sample of biftter which won 
the silver cup at the Canadian nation- 
al exhibition at Toronto this yoar, 
with a score of 98.16, was more than 
a month old when judged. 

The Saskatchewan Co-operative 
Creameries, Limited, the organiza- 
tion which handles most of the butter 
produced in Saskatchewan  recentl 
shipped two carloads of butter to Si- 
heria, one from Regina and one from 
Saskatoon. The car from Saskatoon 
contained 36,500 pounds of creamery 


chewan and Al- 
cating their 


butter, and the , total shipment 
ainounted to 60,000 pounds.

Terraced Rice Fields 
In the Philippines 


Ascend a Thousand Feet Above the 
Level of River 


When Magellan, sailing under or- 
ders from Charles I, discovered the 
Enilippine Islunds in 1521 (although 
Certaln records of the Chinese show 
that they had been before him) he 
found the natives cOltivating tice as 
practically their only form of agri- 
culture; and from that time on and 
tp to the threshold of the twentieth 
century, half the land under cultiva- 
tion in all the archipelago was sowed 
to rice, Since then, owing to the de- 
velopment of the hemp and sugar in- 
dustries, and the taking off of labor 
to build railways and = for — public 
works, rice production has rapidly di- 
minished; so that now, the Filipino, 
who for cehturics raised all, the rice 
upon which the people of the whole 
archipelago chiefly subsisted, and ex- 
ported the remainder as his most im- 
portant article of commerce, is im- 
Porting to meet the home demand, 

‘The general primitive system, still 
adhered to in many provinces, called 
for nothing more elaborate in the 
way of soil than a naturally flooded | 
field. Into this the proprictor, with 
a forked stick for a plow, would 
wade, and work contentedly up —to| 
his knees in muddy water; and when 
the harvest was ready, the women 
would go into the deep mud with 
rude sickles and cut the rice, thresh- 
ing it with their bare feet. 

Some of the mountain tribes, how- 
eve, developed a wonderful system 
of irrigated, terraced fields, those of 
the Ifaguos being notably fine, They 
begin by the side of a river into 
which streams are flowing, and the 
terraces sometimes ascend a thousand 
feet above its level, single walls often 
rising to a height of fifty feet. These 
Ifaguos are among the “wild men” of 
the islands, as distinguished from the 
so-called Christianized tribes, upon 
whom they look down because of the

Melinda, To can meat without 
preliminary cooking, cut it into suit- 
lably-sized pieces and pack it into 
jars, filling them to within three- 
fourths of an inch of the tops. Add 
1 teaspoon of salt to 1 quart of meat 
but do not add any liquid. Screw 
the tops of the jars on lightly and 
cook in the boiler for five hours after 
the water begins to boil. Remove 
the jars, tighten the tops, invert to 
test for leaks and then stand them 
upright to cool. 

Housewife. To make tough meats 
tender, Madame Housewife, brown 
the meat wel! but ayoid scorching it 
if you value your digestion and your 
reputation as a cook. Boiling liquid 
surrourrding a piece of meat holds in 
the original flavoring matter, but does 
not impart the additional flavor ob- 
tained by dry heat. There are sev- 
eral ways of softening tough  mus- 
cles: (1) By long, slow cooking; (2) 
by chopping or grinding to separate 
the fibres; %) by pounding to break 
the fibres; (4 by the use of acids, 
such as vinegar or Jemon juice. Op-

|A Record 
| Atlantic Voyage 


First Steamship Crossed the Ocean 
Eighty-five Years Ago 


While it nearly one hundred 
years‘since the first attémpt to cross 
the Atlantic under steam Canadians 
mmay remember with justifiable pride 
that in September, 1833,  cighty-five 
years ago, there arrived at Graves- 
end from Pictou, N.S., after what 
must have been an anxious yoyage, 
the plucky little ship Royal William, 
first to cross by steam alone; that 
she was launched from the foot of 
St. Mary’s current and her two hun- 
dred horse power engines were made 
and installed by Bennett and Iend- 
erson, of Montreal. 

The American predecessor of the 
Royal William, the Savannah, did, it 
is true, make the Atlantic yoyage as 
early as the spring of 1819, but was 
foreed to resort to sails during the 
grvater part of the time, 

The Royal William was entirely a 
Canadian ship, built by Robert Black, 
at Quebec, for the Quebee and Hali- 
fax Steam Navigation Company and

was towed to the foot of St. Mary’s 
current. Here lier engines were in- 
stalled and Lady Aylmer officiated 


at her christening. 

Intended for Canadian  coastwise 
trade, the Royal William had a capa- 
city of 1,370 tons, but because of her 
build and the space occupied By her 
engines, her actual capacity was 
inuch less, being only some 500 tons. 
Her keel was 146 feet and her deck 
176 feet long; depth of hold, 17 feet 
9 inches, She was rigged like a 
three-masted schooner, carried three 
square sails of her foremast and 
lavge fore and aft sails. 

She had fifty berths in the under 
deck cabin, a parlor, also a dining 
saloon in a round house on her deck. 
When ready to put to sea, she had 
cost her owners £16,000, 

Her first trip was from Quebee to 
Halifax and was begun in August, 
1831, but as she did not prove profit- 
able, it was decided to send her to 
England where she might be pur- 
chased. 

On August 5, 1833, Capt. John Me- 
Dougall left Quebee on the memor 
able voyage, carrying a cargo of 
spars and natural curiosities. He 
was kept several days at Pictou, coal- 


ing and repairing boilers, He had 
five cabin passengers, and se ul 
more in the steerage. Cabin passage 
cost £20. For fully a third of the 


time taken in crossing the Royal Wil- 
liam was crippled, with her starboard 
engine damaged and with leaky boil- 
ers, but she reached Gravesend under 
steam on September 11, 


The first purchaser of the Royal 


William was Joseph Somes, a Rad- 
cliff ship owner. Somes used the 
vessel in Portuguese trade. ‘Finally 


after salg@in September, 1839, to the 
Spanish government, the Royal Wil- 
liam, now the Ysabel Segunda, —be- 
came the proud owner of another 
title, that of being the first war 
steamer to be added to the Spanish 
navy. By 1838 the old hull was con- 
dem:.cd, and a new hell built fof the 
engines, 

In 1815, four years before the Savy- 
annah made her trial Atlantic trip, 
there was an established British 
steamship line between Liverpool 
and Glasgow. In 1838 the first large 
transatlantic liners, the Great West- 
ern and the Sirius sailed, one from 
Cork and the other from Bristol, for 


New York, There was a spirited 

across the Atlantic which the 
Sirius won by a margain of a few 
hours. The second Royal William, 
also a large ship, was the next to 
cross. 

The first real impetus to ocean 
steamer travel was the royal mail 
contract which Mr. Samuel Cunard 
obtained from the British govern- 


ment, Phe service of g the 
mails from Liverpool via Halifax to 
Boston, which was heavily subsidiz- 
ed, called for rapid transit and at 
least four identical steamers, The 
Cunard service grew amazingly. 
Montreal was not to ve regular 
steamer service for a long time, After 
1815, Captain Alexander Allan, who 
had, during the Peninsular cam- 
paigns, conveyed stores and cattle to 
Lisbon for Wellington's army, estab- 
lished a regular service of ling 
vessels between the Clyde and Cana- 
da, Until 1837, these ships sailed 
from Greenock to Montreal, but_aft- 
er the Clyde was deepened, from 
Glasgow. From then Captain Allan 
and his five sons devoted themselves 
to building up a strong Canadian 


trade, For nearly forty y they 
used only sailing vessels and carried 
the greater part of the immigrants 


landed on Canadian shores, 
In 1852, Sir Hugh Allan's tender to 


the Canadian government for a 
weekly mail service was accepted 
and so began the Canadian mail 
steamships servic Though they 


clung for many s to the sailing 
ships, the Allans may still lay claim 
to the distinction of having owned 
and sent across the Atlantic the first 
stecl steamer, 

Steel Made Skyscrapers Possible 

It is the steel frame that has made 
the tall buildings of cities possible, 
for, stecl being infinitely stronger 
than brick, the walls of one of these 
700-foot buildings can be practically 
the same thickness all the way up. 
With brick, on the other hand, the 
walls of a tall building would have 
t6 be so thick at the bottom that 
very little floor space would be left 
lon ‘the lower stories. It has been 
calculated that, in a 12-story build- 
ing, 100 fect long and 50 feet wide, 
4,000 square feet, or a tenth of an 
acre, more floor space is secured by 
having steel frame walls than by 
haying brick walls.
